stages at which it may be 
diagnosed, In the first, the 
tumor is quite localized; in 
the second it is spread a 
short distance and in the 
third it is widely dissemin- 
ated.

Grubs cause 
losses in 
beef, hide 


Want $7 to $10 return on 
a $1 investment? 

That’s just what cattle- 
men stand to gain if they 
follow Mr, A, Child’s ad- 
vice. Mr, Child of Burns 
Foods Limited, has just 
written an informative paper 
entitled ‘“‘The Meat Packing 
Industry,’ 

One of the paragraphs 
which particularly drew our 
attention reads as follows:- 

‘“‘Warbles or grubs are 
causing heavy losses in beef 
and hides. You would be 
shocked if you could see how 
some carcasses are almost 
ruined in the region of the 
most expensive cuts,”’ 

‘‘Control measures are 
being taken, but not enough, 
There is still not enough 
awareness by the producer 
of the serious damage and of 
the weight losses in feeding’’ 

‘*The solution here is the 
treatment of cattle with sys- 
temics, We must spread,the 
word to all cattlemen» that 
systemics will return $7 to 
$10 for each $1 spent.’’ 


This course is open to 
cattle producers, profess- 
ional agrologists and others 
interested in the beef indus 
try. Principles are empha- 
sized rather than specific 
practices, however, consid- 
erable time will be allotted 
to discussion and to panels 
where participants will have 
an opportunity to present 
views relating to the solu- 
tion of practical problems. 

The course will deal with 
the various aspects of mar+ 
keting, carcass quality and

of weed control and munici- 
pal programs with the pro- 
vincial government. 

This program is one of 
many being conducted by 
municipal agricultural ser- 
vice boards to cut down on 
enormous crop losses that 
occur from weeds every 
year, 

)armers, truckers and 
others are becoming in- 
creasingly aware of what 
intensified weed control 
really means, however, 
there are still some who 
disregard the efforts of 
those who carry out munici- 
pal programs, and who mean 
business! 

Weed seeds are often 
spread by forces beyond 
man’s control but a great 
deal can be done to prevent 
new infestations. For 
example weeds should never 


grading, health and nutrition 
management and finance, 
The advisory committee 
is comprised of represen- 
tatives from the Western 
Stock Growers’ Association 
and professional advisors 
from the Canadadepartment 
of agriculture, University of

Clean areas have often 
been seriously infested by 
sheer carelessness through 
the movement of infested 
machinery and the scatter- 
ing of grain and screenings 
along roadsides, Moreover 
the grain that blows off an 
open truck-box sometimes 
represents asubstantial fin- 
ancial loss to the farmer. 

The Alberta Department 
of Agriculture and agricul- 
tural service boards are 
again asking the cooperation 
of all farmers and others 
connected with grain handl- 
ing in preventing the indis- 
criminate scattering of weed 
seeds. The cooperation of 
all those involved will go a 
long way towards attaining 
this goal. 


Shipping fever 


in cattle rises 


every au ftumn 


The increased movement 
of cattle each fall brings a 
correspoming increase in 
the incidence of shipping 
fever, 

Dr, W. P. Brisbane, of 
the Veterinary Services 
Division believes that abet- 
ter understanding ofthe dis- 
ease might help to reduce the 
loss caused by shipping 
fever, 

This disease is believed 
to be caused by a combina~ 


tion of three factors: viruses, 


pasteurella organisms and 
stress, Shipping fever al- 
most invariably results 
when animals are subjected 
to all three factors; none of 
these by themselves will 
cause the disease, 
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Most susceptible to the 
disease are calves being 
shipped in the fall. Having 
undergone the upsets assoc~ 
iated with recent weaning, 
and probably suffering from 
fatigue as well, other face 
tors such as rough handling, 
irregular feeding and water- 
ing or chilling increase the 
risk of their coming down 
with the disease, 

Shipping fever is a res- 
piratory condition with sym- 
ptoms of high fever, cough 
and distressed breathing. 
The disease usually occurs 
shortly after new additions 
are brought into the herd or 
feedlot, spreading through- 


out the herd in a short time,
